Dealing  with  the  P.O.E  problem. 
Mr.  Manson  said  the  railway  had 
been  inspired  by  Sir  Richard  Me- 
tarule with  the  view  of  opening  up 
the  northern  portion  of  the  province. 

"It  was  a  mistake  to  launch  this 
project  at  that  time.  It  was  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  ahead  of  Its  time. 

"Both  the  C.N.R,  and  CP  R.  have 
already  made  a  moat  exhaustive 
survey  of  the  Peace  River  Block. 
Then-  is  no  need  for  another  sur- 
vey." he  declared. 

"Does  the  CPU.  know  that  this 
survey  has  been  made?  If  bo.  why 
do  they  propose  to  make  a  survey 
now?"  Mr.  C.  F.  Davie.  Conserva- 
tive, asked. 

Mr  Munson  replied  that  the 
CPR  had  surveyed  the  P.OJL  at 
the  invitation  of  the  Liberal  Gov- 
ernment and  that  a  report  existed 
with  respect  to  this  survey.

The  8peech  from  the  Throne  was 
devoted  thlefly  to  a  review  of  the 
past  year  and  gave  leas  than  the 
usual  forecast  of  legislation  to  be 
submitted  to  Parliament.  It  was  as 
follows: 

Honorable  Members  of  Uie  Sen- 
ate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons: 

In  opening  the  third  session  of 
Uie  sixteenth  Parliament  of  Canada. 
I  desire  to  Join  with  you  in  pro 
found  thankfulness  for  Uie  recov- 
ery of  our  beloved  Sovereign.  King 
George  V.  I  share  your  fervent  hope 
that  His  Majesty  may  be  completely 
restored  in  health  and  that  he  may 
be  spared  to  continue  Uie  devoted 
service  to  the  Empire  which  has  won 
for  him  an  abiding  place  in  Uie 
hearts  of  Uie  people. 

The  unprecedented  prosperity 
which  Is  apparent  throughout  the 
Dominion  affords  cause  for  deepest 
satisfaction.  Never  in  the  history  of 
Canada  has  there  been  such  indus- 
trial and  commercial  expansion  as 
that  which  has  taken  place  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  The  Indus- 
try and  enterprise  of  our  people  have 
been  rewarded  under  Providence 
with  an  abundant  harvest.  In  the 
production  of  agricultural  and  other 
basic  Industries  all  previous  records 
have  been  surpassed.  Now  records 
have  also  been  established  in  Uie 
volume  of  construction  and  in  the 
volume  of  foreign  trade.  Employ- 
ment has  been  maintained  at  a  high 
level  and  all  indications  point  to  a 
continuance  throughout  the  country 
of  the  present  favorable  condlUons. 

A  notable  feature  of  Industrial  de- 
velopment has  been  Uie  continued 
advance  and  prosperity  of  the  min- 
ing Industry  In  almost  every  part  of 
the  Dominion. 

The  production  of  the  fishing  In- 
dustry during  the  past  year  has 
shown  a  substantial  Increase  over 
that  of  1927.  In  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  Uie  Royal  Com- 
mission on  fisheries,  the  fisheries 
branch  of  the  Department  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries,  has  been  separated 
from  the  marine  branch  and  a  dep- 
uty Minister  of  Fisheries  has  been 
appointed.  A  reorganization  of  the 
fisheries  service  along  lines  recom- 
mended by  Uie  commission  is  being 
effected.  Certain  other  matters  cov- 
ered In  the  report  will,  during  the 
present  session,  be  dealt  with  by 
legislation. 

Plana  are  in  progress  of  comple- 
tion for  the  construction  of  the  na- 
tional research  laboratories  to  pro- 
vide scientific  and  technical  knowl- 
edge for  the  various  branches  of 
production. 

WEST  INDIES 

The  past  year  witnessed  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional Steamship  service  .  between 
Canada  and  Bermuda  and  the  West 
Indies  The  many  advantages  or  this 
service  are  already  apparent.  In  view 
of  the  Importance  of  our  ever-In- 
creasing export  trade  it  is  intended 
to  augment  and  extend  Uie  exlsUng 
facilities  for  furnishing  Canadian 
exporters  with  commercial  informa- 
tion In  regard  to  foreign  markets  it 
is  also  proposed  to  establish  addi- 
tional trade  commissioners  at  stra- 
tegic points  In  different  parts  of  Uie 
grorld 

Communication  with  the  Domin- 
ion has  been  facilitated  and  Im- 
proved by  nn  extensive  development 
of  air  mall  route  services  and  com- 
munication to  all  parts  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  by  the  restoration  of 
penny  postage 

The  expansion  in  trade  and  com- 
merce which  Uie  country  has  expe- 
rienced has  been  strikingly  reflected 
in  our  transportation  returns.  Tbt 
net  earnings  of  the  railways  have 
exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year. 
RAILWAYS 

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to 
be  made  in  the  construcUon  of  Uie 
Hudson  Bay  Railway  The  laying  of 
steel  is  now  within  thirty-seven 
miles  of  the  terminus  of  Uie  line  at 
Churchill,  where  a  substantial  com- 
mencement has  been  made  '.n  Uie 
provision  of  port  faculties  The  rapid 
development  of  Western  and  North- 
em  Canada  Imposes  on  the  railways 
the  necessity  of  providing  Increased 
transportation  facilities  In  Uie  Im- 
mediate future.  A  further  branch 
line  programme  by  Uie  Canadian 
National  manaeement  will  be  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration.  You 
also  will  be  asked  to  authorise  the 
acquisition  of  certain  railways  In 
both  Eastern  and  Western  Canada,

The  high  commission  for  His  Maj- 
esty's Government  in  the  United 
Kingdom  or  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland,  took  up  his  duties 
in  Ottawa  in  September.  The  Japa- 
nese legaUon  was  established  In  Ot- 
tawa In  July  under  a  charge  d'af- 
raires.  and  the  French  legation  in 
Ottawa  In  November  on  Uie  arrival 
or  the  minister  or  France.

It  Is  Just  as  easy  to 
ship  produce  there  and  collect  money 
as  it  is  to  collect  on  shipments  of 
produce  sent  to  Saskatchewan."  he 
said. 

PREFERENTIAL  TREATY 

The  speaker  stated  that  up  to  the 
present  this  market  had  been  sup- 
plied by  United  States  concerns,  but 
the  Federal  Government  at  Ottawa 
had  negotiated  a  preferential  trade 
treaty  which  would  give  Canada  an 
edge  on  foreign  competitors.

Biae    ol  Lol* — Appointment  of 
AcUng  Mayor  l»  in  Doubt 

An  application  to  tax  trucks, 
made  by  Uie  Union  of  B.C.  Munici- 
palities to  the  Municipal  Commit- 
tee of  Uie  House  Wednesday  may 
have  far-reaching  effect  if  endorsed 
by  that  committee  and  adopted  by 
Uie  House. 

The  union  seeks  to  cliarge  a  li- 
cence on  all  trucks  used  for  Uie 
collection  of  produce,  wood,  mer- 
cliandise  or  other  commedities  for 
sole  outside  Uie  municipality.  The 
licence  asked  for  is  (20  per  truck 
every  six  months. 

Already  stores  in  cities  delivering 
groceries  and  other  merchandise  in 
a  neighboring  municipality  have  to 
pay  a  licence  for  each  truck  enter- 
ing that  municipality. 

The  committee  did  not  favor  the 
appiiraUon  to  any  great  extent.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  In  taxing 
these  vehicles  Uie  munlctpallUe* 
would  be  working  a  hardship  on 
the  residents  Indirectly,  inasmuch 
aa  Uie  merchants  would  be  furred 
to  raise  U.e  prices  of  their  com- 
modities. 

Mr.  A.  D  King,  representing  the 
B.C.  Electric  Railway,  asked  for 
an  adjournment  of  thli  matter  un- 
Ul  he  could  consult  with  his  head 
office.  Such  legislation  might  have 
a  serious  effect  on  Uie  B  C£R 
transportation  system.

THE  SESSION  AT  OTTAWA 

The-  Speech  from  the  Throne  which  opened 
the  third  session  of  Canada's  sixteenth  Parlia- 
ment Is  disappointing  from  a  variety  of  stand- 
points. It  Is  more  historical  than  prophetic  of 
what  the  people  may  expect  in  the  way  of  legis- 
lation. There  is  no  inkling  of  the  reduction  In 
taxes  that  Is  a  logical  expectation,  though  it  Is 
probable  that  there  will  be  reductions  to  be  made 
the  subject  of  a  budgetary  announcement.  The 
Speech  gives  no  Indication  of  any  proposals 
which  the  Government  will  make  to  Parliament 
as  to  the  steel  industry.  In  connection  with  this 
there  are  recommendations  in  the  Duncan  Re- 
port. Similarly,  the  question  of  protection  for  the 
fruJt  Industry,  of  such  interest  to  British  Co- 
lumbia agriculturists,  is  conspicuous  by  its  ab- 
sence. There  is  no  mention  of  the  progress  of 
negotiations  about  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterway. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  matter ,about  which 
there  is  silence  in  the  Speech  is  the  maintenance 
of  a  desirable  proportion  between  the  number  of 
Immigrants  coming  from  Southern  and  Central 
Europe  and  those  coming  from  the  British  Isles 
and  other  countries  whose  natives  can  assimilate 
with  our  population.  It  was  assumed  that  this 
matter  of  a  new  immigration  policy  In  this  spe- 
cific regard  would  have  commanded  attention  In 
the  8peech.  Since  it  does  not  It  would  appear  that 
the  Government's  policy,  after  all  these  years,  is 
still  In  a  state  of  flux,  or  else  it  wishes  to  shelve 
the  matter  so  far  as  parliamentary  discussion  is 
concerned. 

Parliament  is  to  be  asked  to  approve  the  Kel- 
logg Peace  Pact,  and  a  '  convention  with  the 
United  States  for  the  preservation  of  the  scenic 
values  of  Niagara  Falls.  There  Is  to  be  legislation 
for  the  acquisition  of  branch  railway  lines  by 
the  C  NJl  These  are  lines  which  failed  to  pay 
under  provincial  ownership.  If  we  are  not  mis- 
taken they  are  the  very  lines  which  the  Federal 
Government  indicated  to  the  late  Premier  Oliver 
would  have  to  be  acquired  in  the  event  of  the 
<  N  R.  taking  over  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern 
Railway  from  this  province.  The  excuse  was  made 
at  the  time  that  the  Government  could  not  do 
for  one  province  what  It  was  not  prepared  to  do 
for  the  others. 

There  Is  no  assurance  in  the  Speech  that  the 
Railway  Belt  lands  and  the  Peace  River  Block 
will  be  returned  to  British  Columbia  as  promised 
The  statement  made  is  that  "negotiations  have 
been  resumed  with  the  Prajrince  of  British  Co- 
lumbia with  regard  to  the  restoration  to  that 
province  of  the  lands  of  the  Railway  Belt  and  the 
Peace  River  Block."  It  may  be  taken  for  granted, 
as  was  pointed  out.  before,  that  there  will  be  no 
legislation  at  Ottawa  In  this  regard  this  session, 
and  that,  if  the  negotiations  stated  to  be  under 
way  prove  satisfactory.  It  will  be  well  upwards  of 
twelve  months  before  these  lands  are  restored. 


WOMEN  IN  INDUSTRY 


A  reature  of  the  growth  of  unemployment  In 
so  many  countries  of  the  world  that  is  paid 
too  little  attention  to  is  the  part  the  modern  girl 
plays  in  Industry.  8he  has  displaced  man  to  a 
greater  degree  than  is  popularly  supposed.  In 
Britain  there  are  11,600,000  persons  who  are  In- 
sured under  Unemployment  Insurance  Acts  and 
of  these  27  per  cent  are  females.  This  percentage 
does  not  Include  domestic  services.  It  is  estimated 
that  32  per  cent  of  those  engaged  in  commerce, 
banking  and  Insurance  finance  are  women.  The 
cotton  trade  contains  women  to  the  extent  of  M 
per  cent  of  those  employed,  the  hosiery  trade  80 
per  cent  and  the  engineering  industry  8  per  cent. 

The  industrial  "revolution"  which  has  brought 
so  many  women  into  the  competitive  field  cannot 
be  carried  out.  without  unemployment.  Women's 
emancipation  means  more  work  for  women,  and 
often,  very  logically,  less  for  men.  The  readjust- 
ment process  is  as  yet  too  early  in  Its  making  to 
suggest  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  solution  of 
the  unemployment  problem. 


FREE  EDUCATION 


It  is  only  a  question  of  time  before  the  public 
conscience  becomes  fully  aroused  on  the  subject 
of  a  wastage  of  funds  In  educational  projects. 
The  cost  of  education  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
8tate  is  being  accelerated  to  a  degree  that  Is  quite 
obviously  out  of  proportion  to  the  beneficial  re- 
sults being  secured  Local  school  authorities  In 
this  province  appear  to  be  availing  themselves  to 
the  utmost  of  the  elasticity  which  prevails  In  the 
educational  laws  with  the  result  that  free  educa- 
tion Is  being  granted  more  and  more  to  those  who 
have  passed  the  compulsory  age,  and.  as  well, 
the  taxpayers  are  called  upon  to  shoulder  bur- 
dens on  behalf  or  the  children  of  parents  who  do 
not  reside,  or  pay  taxes,  within  the  municipalities 
where  the  educational  facilities  are  provldedi 

Bounds  should  be  set  to  the  philanthropy  of 
any  8tate  educational  system,  or  else  it  will  have 
a  tendency  to  run  riot.  At  the  present  time  the 
Union  of  B.t  .  Municipalities  is  seeking  power 
from  the  Legislature  to  charge  Tees  to  parents 
sending  their  children  to  school  in  a  municipality 
In  which  they  'the  parents)  do  not  reside  in 
other  words,  the  principle  sought  to  be  enforced 
is  that  the  attendance  of  a  child  at  a  schooi 
should  depend  on  the  district  in  which  the 
parents  live.  This  applies,  presumably,  to  chil- 
dren of  school  age.  It  Is  a  request  which  the 
Legislature  should  be  quick  to  endorse;  as  In  this 
respect  the  sacrifices  already  made  by  British 
Columbia  taxpayers  have  been  too  heavy,  and 
the  leniency  and  philanthropy  shown  tn  this  re- 
gard have  been  abused. 

A  more  serious  question  still  is  the  number  of 
students  over  school  age  who  are  being  given 
free  education.  It  Is  In  this  respect  that  the  dis- 
criminatory power  given  to  Boards  of  School 
Trustees  allows  for  an  elasticity  which  plies  up 
the  burden  Imposed  on  the  taxpayers  for  educa- 
tional purposes  School  Boards  have  a  mandatory 
asking  for  annual  expenditures;  they 


can  exercise  their  own  Judgment  in  the  giving  of 
free  education  to  those  over  school  age  The  sys- 
•-••m  ui.:,  !.  |.rrv,„.  .  m  Mnush  Columbia  has  Ird 
to  abuses  which  should  be  chocked  by  the  Legis- 
lators Tho  powers  ol  Bchodl  hoards  .should  b« 
defined  more  rigidly,  and  a  standard  of  fees,  all 
over  the  province,  should  be  made  compulsory 
for  all  those  over  school  age  who  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  facilities  of  State  education. 
The  taxpayers  have  the  right  to  have  their  In- 
terests safeguarded.  When  this  is  done  there  will 
be  more  public  interest  In,  and  therefore  better 
results  will  accrue,  from,  the  educational  system 
that  prevails.

The  plea  that  legislation  should  be  introduced 
during  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  to 
establish  a  Provincial  Racing  Commission  can 
hardly  fall  on  deaf  ears  when  all  the  arguments 
In  Its  favor  are  taken  into  consideration.  Unques- 
tionably there  should  be  more  and  better  gov- 
ernmental control  over  racing  In  this  Province.

It  is  an  Industry  which  has  shown  considerable  at  least  none  worth  speaking  of.  for 


growth,  but  it  is  doubtful  If  that  growth  has  been 
in  the  Interests  of  this  Province,  whereas  It  could 
be  made  to  be  under  proper  supervision.  If  a 
part  of  horse  racing  Is  the  encouragement  of  the 
raising  of  thoroughbred  stock  in  Western  Canada, 
when  such  racing  is  held  on  Canadian  soil,  It  is 
largely  failing  In  its  purpose.  The  purses  offered 
for  Canadian  horses  are  few  and  far  between. 

There  Is  no  professional  sport  In  which  the 
public  Is  entitled  to  such  rigid  protection  as 
horse*  racing  Our  Provincial  Government  at 
present  is  completely  preoccupied  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  betting  tax.  The  Dominion  Govern- 
ment is  mainly  concerned  in  seeing  that  some- 
thing in  the  nature  of  a  parl-mutuel  system  of 
betting  Is  used  so  as  to  comply  with  the  Federal 
law.  Practically  no  governance  of  any  character, 
from  the  standpoint  of  either  Government,  is 
exercised  over  the  manner  in  which  races  are 
run,  in  control  of  the  owners  or  Jockeys  and  In 
Insuring  that  the  Judges  are  without  fear  and 
without  reproach.  Innumerable  complaints  have 
arisen,  particularly  to  show  that  the  public  docs 
not  always  get  a  fair  deal,  and  It  is  full  time  that 
the  Provincial  Government  Intervened  and  put 
horse  racing  under  a  commission  which  will  be 
composed  of  men  who  will  have  no  business  or 
financial  connection  with  race  track  associations, 
racing  promotV-.s.  owners  or  Jockeys.  In  other 
words,  the  duty  of  such  a  commission  would  be  to 
Insure  clean  racing,  and,  incidentally,  to  see  that 
it  is  pursued  with  the  object  in  view  of  encourag- 
ing the  raising  of  thoroughbred  stock  in  the 
province  where  the  racing  is  held. 

This  question  of  a  Provincial  Raring  Commis- 
sion is  to  be  the  subject  of  a  delegation  to  the 
Government.  Premier  Tolmie's  well-known  views 
on  the  need  for  better  supervision  should  go  a 
long  wuy  towards  securing  sympathetic  consid- 
eration of  the  request  to  be  made.  Indeed  it  is 
a  matter  which  must  appeal  to  all  true  sports- 
men. Racing  is  a  sport  too  likely  to  get  away  from 
the  principle  of  fair  play  If  rigid  safeguards  are 
not  in  effect  all  the  time. 


Almost  all  the  time  the  cropping  up  of  the 
names  of  places  in  the  news  has  a  tendency  to 
Interest  everybody,  except  perhaps  radio  broad- 
casters, In  correct  pronounciation.

In  some  latitudes  storms  often 
burst  out  of  a  clear  sky.  and  when 
war  breaks  out  the  United  States 
is  determined  to  be  prepared  for  It — 
not  in  a  direct  or  belligerent  sense, 
but  In  a  strictly  business  sense. 
When  nations  are  in  a  state  of  war 
they  are  in  no  state  to  do  business. 
Then  there  is  a  grand  opportunity 
for  nations  which  are  at  peace  and 
have  great  facilities  tor  doing  busi- 
ness to  do  a  tremendously  profitable 
business.  The  United  States  found 
that  out  during  about  two-thirds  of 
the  period  of  the  world  war.  and 
while  such  a  glorious  opportunity 
||  not  likely  to  occur,  again  unless 
reason  topples  on  Its  throne,  the 
shrewd  man  of  business  should 
always  be  ready  "to  take  occasion  by 
the  hand." 

The  United  States  wants  a  big 
navy  to  insure  the  freedom  or  the 
seas.  The  freedom  of  the  seas  was 
restricted  by  the  British  Navy 
during  the  first  period  or  the  Oreat 
War  and  by  the  British  and  the 
American  navies  combined  during 
the  final  period  of  the  Great  War. 
If  you  have  read  the  memoirs  of 
the  late  Walter  Hlnes  Page.  United 
States  ambassador  to  Oreat  Britain 
during  the  war.  you  will  remember 
that  that  accomplished  diplomat 
had  an  extremely  delicate  task  to 
perform  in  preventing  a  serious 
rupture  in  the  relations  between  his 
country  and  the  country  to  which 
he  was  accredited.  The  friction  was 
due  to  the  tremendously  profitable 
business  the  people  of  the  United 
States  were  doing  with  Oermany 
or  the  countries  contiguous  to  and 
friendly  with  Oermany.

President  Wilson  and  his  govern- 
ment were  disposed  to  Insist  that 
that  lucrative  trade,  which  was 
essential  to  Oermanys  continuance 
in  the  war.  should  not  be  interfered 
with  by  the  then  powerful  British 
navy.  The  friction  might  have 
burst  Into  flame  but  for  the  master- 
ful influence  of  the  United  States 
Ambassador.  In  any  case,  trouble 
was  averted,  and  in  the  end  the 
United  States  navy  played  a  con- 
siderable part  in  doing  something 
the  American  Oovemment  had  pre- 
viously Insisted  should  not  be  done.

The  duck's  feet  are  webbed  be- 
cause it  nupt  have  good  paddies  to 
push  the  water  with  when  it  swims.

The  robin  has  a  foot  much  like  the 
ordinary  chicken.  His  foot  has  three 
toes  in  front,  the  centre  one  a  little 
longer  than  the  others,  and  a  rather 
long,  strong  toe  behind  Becauv 
scratches  for  most  of  his  food,  his 
front  toes  are  fitted  with  sharp  toe 
nails  which  can  tear  at  the  hardest 
ground.  The  back  toe  is*  held  in 
reverse  for  when  a  cat  or  any  other 
annoying  enemy  comes  along,  and 
the  robin  is  obliged  to  abandon  his 
search  for  worms  and  cling  to  a  safe 
high  branch. 

Woodpeckers   have   two  toes  In 


from  and  two  behind.  Consequently 
they  hobble  awkwardly  on  the 
ground,  like  some  old  man  with 
corns  on  his  feet.  But  in  the  trees, 
where  they're  reasonably  comfort- 
abe.  they're  quicker  than  almost  any 
other  bird  In  hanging  to  the  skin- 
niest branches  and  getting  through 
the  thickest  leaves. 

The  cassowary  and  the  ostrich, 
tall  birds  that  are  surpassingly  good 
runners,  have  the  strangest  feet  of 
any.  The  foot  of  the  ostrich  has 
only  two  toes.  He  hasn't  any  use 
for  the  back  toe  because,  or  course, 
be  doesn't  climb  trees.  And  tor 
running,  the  back  toe  would  be  so 
much  extra  luggage.  Both  of  these 
runner-birds  live  in  Australia. 

No  matter  where  they  live,  nor 
what  their  difficulties,  the  bodies  or 
animals  learn  marveloualy  to  meet 
the  needs  or  their  lives.  And  this  Is 
true  or  mosquitoes  as  well  as  camels, 
of  wings,  or  feet  or  humps— By  Colin

8ir,— The  public  should  be  grate- 
ful for  Mr  P  Barber-Starkey's  let-

As  the  whole  question  of  game 
administration  is  now  before  the 
people.  I  would  like  to  take  this  op- 
portunity or  making  a  few  positive 
statements  in  respect  of  game  con- 
ditions in  British  Columbln.  and  to 
challenge  investigation  and  refuta- 
tion or  these  statements: 

1  That  game  conditions  have  not 
for  many  years  been  more  satisfac- 
tory, and  never  on  so  sound  a  basis 
as  at  present. 

2.  Effective  game  administration 
has  never  equaled  that  at  present  In 
British  Columbia. 

3.  Game  policy  and  regulations 
thereunder  and  administration 
thereof  are  today  equal  to.  and  In 
many  respects  much  tn  advance  of. 
any  other  province  or  state  in  North 
America. 

4.  The  present  system  of  enforce- 
ment is  the  least  expensive  that 
could  be  adopted,  and  the  new  pro- 
posal to  be  effective  will  entail  very 
much  greater  cost.  It  will  either  in- 
crease the  burden  on  the  taxpayer 
or  involve  extra  levy  upon  holders 
of  licences  and  permits. 

5.  The  Oame  Conservation  Board 
has  never  in  my  time  endorsed  or 
permitted  any  political  Influence  In 
respect  of  policy,  administration  or 
recommendations. 

6.  The  type  of  administration 
through  an  advisory  body  such  as 
the  Oame  Conservation  Board  has 
proved  Itself  as  probably  Uie  best 
In  point  of  efficiency  and  to  insure 
freedom  from  nollUcal  influence. 

It  Is  easy  to  criticise  and  to  talk, 
but  facts  are  Inescapable  Judgment 
and  decision  should  be  based  only 
upon  investigation  and  knowledge 
not  caprice  or  fancy  or  prejudice— 
and  should  not  be  influenced  by  po- 
litical expediencies.

TORONTO.  Feb.  7  —Any  increases 
in  the  tariff   on   Canadian  cattle 

which  the  United  States  might  im- 
pose is  no  worry  to  the  Dominion. 
Dr.  Oeorge  Christie,  president  of 
the  Ontario  Agricultural  CoUege  at 
Ouelph,  told  more  than  600  live- 
stock breeders  and  exhibitors  at  the 
annual  banquet  given  by  the  Cana- 
dian National  Exhibition  here  last 
night. 

"If  the  tariff  was  raised  one  or  two 
cents."  he  declared.  "It  would  Just 
mean  that  the  consumers  in  the 
United  States  would  pay,  because  In 
that  country  they  have  to  get  the 
other  feUow's  cattle  The  American 
farmers  had  better  be  addressing 
themselves  to  the  problem  of  lower- 
ing their  costs  and  putting  their 
product  on  the  market  at  a  price 
the  consumer  can  afford  to  pay 
rather  than  worrying  about  a  tarifj 
waU  against  Canadian  products."

•  where  he  sang  a*  he  had  m-vr  - 
before      The   awmbled  bieihrrn 
were  exalted,  and  the  ladles  of  the 
palace,  veiled   and   hidden  behind 
latticed  windows,  listened  entranced

"The    lsmeurnble    events  which 

I  then  happened  fee  retry  nt  Konla 

'ore  now  known  lo  all  the  Me>*t 
Among  the  ladles  of  the  court  was 
a  beautiful  voting  girl.  Firdons  »»Y 
name,  daughter  of  the  Dervish  Sheik 
Aclhpm  and  niece  of  the  Chelebl 
himself  As  'he  sat  veiled  nnd 
listening  enraptured.  In  company 
with  the  rest,  .he  drew  astfe  ihe 
nomer  of  her  icharehaf.  aa  any 
voting  Rlrl  might,  peeped  through 
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ihe  screen,  and  tpe  dart  of  love 
pierced  her  heart. 

"The  way  of  a  love -driven  maiden 
is  ever  In  all  lands  the  same  One 
evenini'  1.  ;i.s  IJaldan  Helmy  was 
walking  alone  in  the  palace  garden. 
i.ho  appeared  at  a  window  above 
hi:;  head  and  contrived  to  let  her 
veil  fall,  so  that  he  beheld  her  face. 
Hia  heart.  In  turn,  waa  smitten  by 
her*  glance,  and  he  forgot  the  solemn 
vow  by  which  he  had  consecrated 
his  golden  voice  to  Ciod  alone.

;it  once  confessed  their  case,  and 
soughH  counsel  of  the  maiden's 
family,  no  grievous  tragedy  would 
have  followed,  for  marriage  is  per- 
mitted, as  you  know,  among  the 
Melewl,  and  all  might  have  happily 
been  arranged.  But  they  were 
carried  away  by  the  first  sweet 
madness  of  their  love.

The  symptoms  or  old  age  seem  to 
be  caused  by  anatomical  changes 
and  by  a  lack  or  vitalizing  internal 
secretions.  A  sluggish  circulation 
always  precedes  the  other  symptoms 
of  old  age  and.  for  this  reason,  men 
who  are  physically  active  and  exer- 
cise regularly,  appear  much  younger 
than  oUters.  The  example  of  Stan- 
ford Bennett  who.  at  fifty,  appeared 
an  old  man  and  who.  at  seventy - 
two.  was  an  accomplished  athlete.

There  Is  much  truth  in  the  ex- 
pression that  a  man  is  as  old  as  Ids 
arteries,  because  when  the  arteries 
become  infiltrated  with  calcium,  or 
smaller  in  caliber,  they  do  not  per- 
mit a  sufficient  amount  of  blood  to 
flow  through  to  keep  the  tissues  ut 
the  body  properly  nourished. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the 
.'tooping,  wizened,  shortened  figure 
of  an  aged  person,  and  yet  more 
important  than  the  external  ap- 
pearance are  the  microscopic 
changes  of  the  tissues.  Between  the 
cells,  the  fibrous  material  which 
holds  the  body  together  becomes 
more  abundant  so  that  it  may  ac- 
tually crowd  out  the  living  etOl  or 
cut  off  their  supply  of  nourishment 
This  fibrous  material  very  cloaelv

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The  presence  of  Carpentier  in 
America  and  his  gentlemanly  bear- 
ing, I  believe,  fully  confirmed  my 
theory  that  the  public  likes  to  re- 
gard a  fighter  as  a  real  sportsman— 
not  as  a  bitter  enemy  who.  in  bull- 
dog fashion,  intends  to  vent  his 
wrath  tn  the  ring. 

In  the  old  days  managers  made 
a  point  of  showing  the  two  fighters 
to  have  a  grudge,  to  be  bitter 
enemies  Much  was  made  of  what 
they  would  do  once  they  entered  the 
ring.  This  was  supposed  to  make 
the  public  eager  to  see  the  spilling 
of  blood  in  what  they  were  told 
would  be  a  grudge  fight. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  never 
were  any  grudge  fights,  to  my 
knowledge.  The  boxers,  as  a  rule, 
were  bualneu  men  merely  soaking 
each  other  in  the  nose  as  a  means 
ol  livelihood  1  never  did  believe 
that  building  up  a  grudge  notion 
ever  helped  the  attendance.  I  am 
attll  of  that  opinion 

According  to  my  waya  of  think- 
ing, the  public  likes  to  regard  thu 
boxers  as  gentlemen  and  sports- 
men. You  all  remember  how  Jim 
Corbet t'.i  popularity  was  increased 
when  they  called  him  "Oentleman 
Jim  I  have  never  staged  what  I 
tried  to  make  a  grudge  fight.  The 
aporumsn  Idea  undoubtedly  pays 
better  At  least,  that  has  been  my 
experience. 

Carpentier  was  induced  to  attend 
social  parties  on  Long  Island.  His 
natural  French  politeness,  his  in- 
born good  manners,  made  him  im- 
mediately popular,  a  sort  of  fistic 
Idol.  His  war  record  helped  a  lot. 
He  was  immensely  popular. 

Dempsey,  having  none  of  these 
manners,  was  somewhat,  in  the 
shadow  j«ck  Dempsev  is  a  very 
nice  fellow  and  is  fully  capable  of 
handling  himself  In  any  kind  or  • 
gathering  He  has  considerable 
personal  magnetism.  But  he  was 
handicapped  by  being  just  a  plain 
American  tighter

"John  L.  Sullivan  was  a  big  la- 
vorlte  over  Corbett.  wasn't  he?"  he 
reminded  bis  friends  "Wlilard  wan 
a  favont*  over  me  at  Toledo,  wasn  t 
he?  Jeffries  was  a  favorite,  wasn't 
he?  1 

Jack  Dempsey  is  nobody's  fool, 
He  knows  a  lot  While  his  friends 
ran  around  talking  about  his.  sup- 
posed cinch,  he  simply  settled  down 
tc  hard  work. 

When  Carpentier  first  came  to 
America  there  was  some  doubt  a, 
to  his  ability  as  a  fighter  To  off- 
set this  we  gave  htm  a  tryout — put 
him  in  against  Battling  Levinsky 
The  Frenchman  won  In  four  rounds 
and  thus  became  the  logical  run- 
ner-up. There  was  a  question  in 
the  minds  of  some  experts  about 
Carpentiero  weight  being  enough 
to  offset  Dempsey's.  but  after  that 
Levinsky  affair  nobody  doubted  the 
Frenchman  knew  how  to  fight 

During  the  early  stages  of  the 
preparation  for  theegreat  battle  nil  | 
sorts  of  rumors  were  spread  around 
There  was  one  that  Descamps 
would  refuse  to  let  his  man  go  on 
unless  the  ring  was  made  larger 
This  was  largely  tommy  rot  The 
Frenchman  co-operated  with  us  In 
every  detail.  He  and  Carpentier 
were  real  sportsmen. 

Then  much  was  made  of  the 
training  methods  of  the  two  fight- 
ers. Dempsey.  opening  quarters  at 
AtlanUc  City,  charged  fifty  cents 
admission  to  see  him  In  action. 
There  were  plenty  of  bugs  willing 
to  pay  this  Immediately,  though, 
there  was  an  attempt  to  berate 
Dempsey  for  what  was  called  his 
mercenary  attitude  As  a  matter 
cf  fact.  I  don't  think  Dempsey  or 
K earns  took  the  matter  seriously. 

At  the  same  time,  Carpentier  I  get 
leased  an  old  country  house  at 
Manhasaett  and  practically  went 
Into  seclusion  He  permitted  few 
people  to  see  him  train,  and  'o 
those  no  charge  was  made 

This  was  not.  Intended  as  a  re- 
flection on  Dempsey.  Thf  French- 
man's manager  had  discovered  long 
before  that  Carpentier  trained  bet- 
ter when  not  bothered  by  a  lot 
of  people  standing  around  and  ask- 
ing questions  He  regarded  the 
mental    attitude  of    a  fighter  ffl 


training  as  moan  important.  Those 
who  criticized  Carperitler  for  his  ae- 
clusivcncss  forgot  that  he  was  a 
foreigner,  unable  to  speak  the 
language.  The  things  that  were, 
everyday  affairs  to  Dempsey  were 
all  strange  to  him.  He  wanted  to 
work  wlUi  hi*  own  crowd  tn  his 
own  way. 

I  do  not  want  to  dwell  too  long 
on  all  these  early  details,  but  I 
do  think  it  worth  while  to  give  you 
a  sample  of  some  of  the  odd  stories 
that  came  out  of  the  Manhassett 
camp — stories  that  made  the  public 
all  the  more  eager  to  see  the  great 
fight 

It  was  generally  known  that  Des- 
camps had  been  a  hypnotist  and  a 
legerdemain  artist.  It  is  but  nat- 
uial  that  a  legend,  a  fairy  tale, 
should  arise  from  this. 

One  morning  the  fans  of  greater 
New  York  found  themselves  read- 
ing a  story  that,  smacked  of  Trilby 
snd  Svengali  The  little  msnagef 
with  the  burning  eyes,  we  were  told, 
always  sat  tn  a  corner  and  threw 
p  hypnotic  sp*«ll  over  the  fighter 
Under  this  hypnotic  rpell  Car- 
pentier had  won  his  early  fights. 
In  the  coming  fight  Deacaraps 
would  hypnotize  Carpentier  Just  as 
Svengali  had  hypnotized  Trilby  tc 
make  her  a  great  singer 

Now,  how  is  that  for  hokum? 
"  Just  the  same,  it  was  wonderful 
reading.  As  the  day  of  the  great 
fight  approached,  the  public  was 
getting  more  and  more  anxious  to 
see  the  French  Idol.  CarpenUer 
was  the  favorite  as  an  Idol,  but 
Dempsey  was  still  favorite  In  the 
betting 

My  happiest  moment  was  when 
that  historic  July  2  dawned  clear. 
The  arena  was  completed,  the 
tickets  had  been  sold,  the  organiza- 
tion was  as  near  perfect  as  we  could 
make  It.  That  was  a  big  day  In 
my  life,  one  t  shall  not  soon  for-

Ln  his  native  language 
which  waa  interpreted  by  Rev 
Canon  8  toe  ken  a  friend  of  long 
ywars.  and  an  authorttv  on  Indian 
languages,  expressed  his  delight  at 
addressing  the  audience  and  of  once 
again  vutting  Victoria.  He  had  felt, 
since  his  arrival,  that  his  people  had 
the  good  will  of  the  white  men.  and 
asked  that  there  be  a  special  prayer 
for  the  preservation  of  peace  be- 
tween hi*  own  and  the  white  races 
The  chief  was  given  a  most  en- 
thiLtiastte  welcome  and  applause.  Re 
will  preach  at  St  Barnabas'  Church 
on  Honda -

The  report  from  Neml.  Italy,  on 
February  3  that  the  waters  of  Lake 
Nam.  seventeen  miles  from  Rome, 
hud  been  drained  sufficiently  by 
powerful  pumps  to  enable  the  out- 
lines oi  a  large  Roman  galley  to  be 
seen.  Is  arousing  interest  In  all  parts 
of  the  world. 

A  curious  and  successful  under- 
taking of  a  similar  kind  was  com- 
pM'd  about  the  year  1470  In  Lake 
Rice  la  by  the  Romans.  Of  this. 
Lock,  in  his  "History  of  Navigation." 
gives  the  following  quotation  from 
Leo  Raptlste  Albert!,  an  Italian  au- 
thor who  died  In  1485. 

Albertl  says:  -Rut  in  Trajan's 
ship  weighed  out  of  the  lake  of  Rlc- 
cla  at  this  time  'about  1470  while 
I  was  compiling  this  work,  when  it 
had  been  sunk  and  neglected  for 
about  1.300  years.  I  observed  that  the 
pine  and  cypress  of  it  had  lasted 
most  remarkably.  On  the  outside  of 
it  was  built  with  double  s  planks, 
coated  over  with  Greek  pitch,  and 
caulked  with  linen  rags:  and  over  all 
a  sheet  of  lead  fastened  on  with 
little  copper  nails."  Raphael  Vola- 
terranus  says  in  his  "Geography" 
that  this  ship  was  salvaged  by  order 
3f  Cardinal  Prospero  Colonna. 

It  is  extraordinary  that  the  idea 
of  sheathing  the  galley  bottoms  with 
lead  should  have  occurred  to  the 
Romans  so  long  ago.  and  also  the 
use  (herewith  of  copper  nails,  and 
that  this  should  have  been  forgoL- 
ten  for  1.300  years.  The  two  great 
troubles  of  the  seaman,  even  up  to 
the  invention  of  Iron  ships,  were  the 
dry  rot  inside  the  hull  and  the 
teredo  and  other  marine-boring  In- 
MCtfl  outside,  below  the  waterline 
It  would  appear  that  the  discovery 
of  the  method  off  preserving  Tra- 
jan's galley  had  been  closely  ob- 
served by  various  interested  persons, 
for  we  find  that  lead  sheathing  was 
in  use  in  the  Spanish  navy  as  early 
as  1.M4  and  had  been  adopted  oc- 
casionally in  the  Englitth  merchant 

rurr  since  1563,  but  was  not  taken 
up  by  the  very  conservative  British 
Admiralty  till  Stuart  days. 

The  British  navy  muddled  along 
with  thick  outer  sheathlngs  of  pine 
and  oak.  between  which  were  layers 
of  tarred  hair,  paper,  etc  .  but.  as 
may  be  Imagined,  this  was  all  very 
cumbersome  and  unsatisfactory,  es- 
pecially as  it  reduced  the  ship's 
speed  to  a  dangerous  degree.  Also, 
in  aplte  of  this  protection,  the  ships 
in  tropical  waters  suffered  so 
severly  from  the  "wormes"  as  they

were  called,  that  something  better 
had  to  be  evolved. 

At  this  Juncture.  Sir  Philip  How- 
ard, surveyor-general  of  the  navy, 
came  forward  with,  as  he  raid,  an 
original  Idea  of  his  own.  which  was 
that  the  ships  should  be  protected 
with  a  thin  shesthtnR  of  lead,  fas- 
tened on  with  copper  nails -the  Tra- 
jan galley  method  resurrected  once 
more.  Orders  were  accordingly 
given,  and  H.M.8.  Phoenix  received 
a  lead  sheathing  in  1070-71.  The 
results  obtained  from  her  were  at 
first  so  successful  that  In  December. 
1673.  an  Admiralty  order  stated  that 
as  lead  had  proved  so  satisfactory 
both  for  cheapness  "and  the  effect- 
ual securing  the  hulls  against  the 
worme."  henceforth  they  shall  be 
preserved  In  no  other  manner.  But 
in  June.  1875.  Sir  John  Narborough. 
who  had  command  of  the  British 
fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  for  some 
considerable  time,  upset  everybody 
by  stating  that  something  which  he 
believed  was  the  lead  and  coppers 
combined  had  damaged  all  the  rud- 
der and  other  Ironwork  of  his  ships 
below  the  waterline  to  an  extra - 
orinary  and  dangerous  extent. 

This  was.  of  course,  due  to  electro- 
lytic action,  about  which  nothing 
was  then  known  In  replying  to  the 
Admiral.  Mr.  Secretary  Pepys  said 
he  had  told  the  King  •Charles  IT) 
what  he,  Sir  John,  had  said  and 
thought  about  It  but  that  the  King 
"doth  not  seem  to  incline  to  your 
philosophy  upon  it.  by  which  you 
do  impute  that  excess  of  rust  hi  the 
Iron  to  Its  being  covered  with  lead 
and  nailed  with  copper  nails. -it  not 
a|>pearing  to  him.  how  lead  and  nails 
should  have  any  such  effect  upon 
the  Iron."

6A0.  and  7.000  tons  re- 
spectively, making  a  total  uf  23,700 
tons  shipped  from  Vancouver  to  the 
Orient . 

Altogether  for  Ute  last  fiscal  year 
Canada  exported  159.&79.000  worth  of 
flour  This  figure,  It  Is  believed,  will 
be  completely  blotted  out  lor  1029 
shipping 

The  trading  of  this  flour  lo  the 
Orient  Is  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
China.  Japan  and  tha  Philippines 
are  at  present  In  a  prosperous  po- 
sition and  are  purchasing  flour 
either  as  a  luxury  or  to  give  variety 
to  their  usual  fare.

It  was  pointed  out  by 
Mr  Winn  that  the  bank,  the  Do- 
minion Government  taxation,  wages 
ot  the  men  under  lien,  and  the 
Provincial  Forestry  had  priority 
over  the  board  in  the  matter  of 
collecting.

while  Mr.  J.  Peck,  when  he  retired, 
had  been  there  for  thirty  years. 
Mr.  Madlgan  had  been  advanced 
from  SJttf  to  $328  a  month  under 
several  counts  In  the  Increases.  The 
length  of  serice  had  been  taken 
into  account  in  making  these 
changes.

The  reserve  fund  of  the  Work- 
men a  Compensation  Board  should 
bear  the  name  of  the  pension  fund, 
according  to  Mr  E  8  H.  Winn, 
the  chairman  of  the  board.  There 
has  been  a  tremendoous  lot  of 
criticism  of  the  reserve  fund  which 
has  been  piling  up  and  about  which 
questions  are  being  continually 
asked. 

Yesterday  before  the  Public  Ac- 
counts Committee  Mr.  A.  M.*  Man- 
son  asked  Mr.  Winn  for  an  ex- 
planation of  this  reserve. 

Mr.  Winn  said  that  it  was  an  Im- 
proper name  for  the  sum  which  was 
being  set  aside.  It  should  be  called 
a  pension  fund  He  explained  that 
it  was  intended  to  form  a  fund 
from  which  would  be  paid  what  was 
necessary  in  the  matter  of  per- 
manent disabilities  and  in  cases  of 
death  where  the  widows  nnd  the 
children  of  workmen  had  to  be  pro- 
vided with  a  pension. 

It  had  been  foimed  on  the 
capitalization  of  a  sum  at  6  per 
cent  which  would  be  required  to 
cover  this  situation.  The  money 
that  was  described  as  reserve  funds 
was  earmarked  for  these  purposes. 

Mr.  Oeorge  Pearson  wanted  to 
have  the  name  changed.  The 
amount  was  invested  In  Govern- 
ment and  municipal  bonds  and  the 
amount  was  based  on  proper 
actuarial  tables 

In  reply  to  Mr.  T  H.  Kirk  as  to 
what  the  amount  was  that  was  set 
adde  annually  on  this  score,  Mr 
Winn  said  that  S400.000  was  set 
aside  for  this  particular  purpose.

Also  arising  from  the  re- 
port was  a  decision  to  serid  letters 
to  the  former  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury and  his  successor  in  that 
see.  Reference  was  made.  too.  to 
the  coming  meeting  of  Anglican 
bishops  at  Lambeth  in  1930. 

Arising  out  of  the  reference  in  the 
bishop's  charge  to  work  among  Ori- 
ental*. Rev.  Buol  Ding  Li  gave  an 
account  of  the  work  among  the 
Chinese  here.  This  was  given  a  cor- 
dial reception,  as  was  the  report  of 
Rev.  Cassllls-Kennedy.  superinten- 
dent of  Oriental  missions,  which 
struck  an  encouraging  note  when 
referring  to  the  work  now  being  car- 
ried out  among  the  Japanese  In 
Mayne  Island.  Cumberland.  Roys  ton 
Courtenay.  Port  Aloerni.  Chemalnus, 
Croftou.  North  Saantch.  the  West 
Coast,  and  St.  John's.  Victoria. 
BIG  HER  STIPENDS 

The  synod  gave  approval  to  and 
authorized  the  synod  executive  to 
eh* ret  an  increase  In  clerical  stipends 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
Arising  out  of  the  report  dealing 
with  the  Anglican  Young  People's 
Association,  the  bishop  announced 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
consider  the  extension  and  deepen- 
ing of  this  particular  activity,  with 
Rev.  P  A.  Ramsey  as  convener 

Principal  Vance,  of  the  Anglican 
Theological  College.  Point  Orey.  gave 
a  report  of  the  work  which  is  being 
done  at  this  institution,  which  now 
has  thirty-one  students  in  resi- 
dence. Another  visitor  was  Chief 
Paul,  of  the  Black  foot  Indian  settle- 
ment. Alberta,  who  briefly  addressed 
the  gathering.  Canon  Sunpson  ad- 
dressed the  synod  also,  telling  about 
the  proposed  traveling  exhibition 
designed  to  stimulate  interest  in 
Sunday  school  work.

In  the  heart  of  a  tree  somewhere

BOMBAY.  Ind.,  Feb.  8  —A  peace 
parade  of  Mohammedans,  Pathans 
and  Hindus  tonight  broke  up  Into 
mobs  of  fighting  men  and  the.  sixth 
successive  day  ended  in  carnage  Al- 
though the  new  casualty  list  Is  not 
yet  complete,  the  death  toll  stands 
above  fifty,  with  more  than  400 
wounded. 

The  procession  was  the  outcome 
of  an  agreement  among  leaders  of 
all  sects  to  end  the  bloody  conflicts 
which  began  over  rumors  that  Path- 
ans had  used  Hindu  children  as 
sacrifices.  The  peace-loving  ele- 
ments of  both  races  had  hailed  the 
announcement  of  the  armistice,  and 
joined  shoulder  to  shoulder  In  a 
march  through  the  streets. 

Then  in  the  Mandanpura  quarter 
the  head  of  the  procession  stumbled 
over  the  dead  body  of  a  Hindu, 
slashed  by  knives  and  lying  In  the 
street.

HE  Incorporation  of  companies  with  no  par  stock,  which  has 
become  so  popular  of  late,  will  be  facilitated  If  the  new  Com- 
panies Act  now  before  the  Legislature  passes  in  its  present 
form.  The  bill  was  given  Its  first  reading  yesterday,  being  Intro- 
duced by  message  of  His  Honor  by  Hon.  R.  L.  Maltland. 
The  bill  seeks  to  introduce  changes 


Into  the  Companies  Act  of  the  prov 
lnce  that  have  been  found  neces- 
sary, and  in  doing  so  It  has  been 
decided  to  remodel  the  act  and  bring 
it  into  the  House  new.  thus  consoli- 
dating the  original  statute  and  the 
various  amendments  that  have  been 
Introduced  since  the  former  con- 
solidation. This  will  make  for  sim- 
plification of  the  matter  and  allow 
for  needed  changes  at  the  same  time.

LONDON.  Feb  8  -Influenza,  In- 
creasing In  its  viaulency,  has  nearly 
doubled  the  death  rate  In  107  Eng- 
lish cities  and  towns. 

London  has  been  hit  hard,  but 
UterpoOi  and  Manchester  have  suf- 
fered even  mora  Even  Birmingham. 
Sheffield.  Leeds  and  Bristol.  Where 
the  epidemic  ts  comparatively  light, 
show  high  figures  of  mortality  and 
Infection. 

Due  to  the  epidemic,  and  result- 
ing cases  of  bronchial  pneumonia, 
the  death  rale  in  107  cities  and 
town*  increased  from  164  death* 
par  1.000  population  in  January  to 
21  per  1000  last  week,  nearly 
ricuble  the  ordinary  annual  rate  of 
11  per  1.000. 

The  107  urban  communities  Ustad 
863  deaths  last  week  from  influenza 
alone  as  compared  with  321  the 
week  before  Since  January  1  there 
have  been  Ijm  deaths  from  influ- 
ensa  as  compared  with  802  for  the 
same  period  In  1038  Theaa  figures 
do  not  include  deaths  from  pneu- 


ElRht  men  were  engaged  on  the

Two 
other  new  cables  had  already  been 
put  in  place  on  the  south  side,  those 
formerly  there  having  begun  to  allow 
aigna  of  corrosion. 

On  the  north  aide  the  heavy  con- 
crete counterweight  had  been 
raised  with  four  jacks  so  that  the 
supporting  cables  could  be  removed 
and  new  ones  fitted.  On  each  side 
of  the  movable  apron,  manually  op- 
erated chain  blocks  and  two  extra 
chain*  were  fixed  to  support  the

Civil  authorities  must  report  any 
misdemeanors  committed  by  any 
ecclesiastic  and  submit  the  charges 
to  his  bishop  If  convicted,  the 
ecclesiastic  would  not  serve  his  sen- 
tence in  an  ordinary  prison  but  in  a 
monastery  or  convent  designated  by 
his  bishop,  unless  Ui 
dignitv  had  already  I 
from  him. 

Hereafter  religinoe  teaching  In. 
schools  will  be  compulsory  and  the 
appointment  of  teachers  of  rsllgion 
will  be  approved  by  the 
well  as  by  profeaaors  of
